-Tagal means that I think the war shoulc 
end, our troops withdrawn and the is- 
landers left to themselves. That inter- 
ference is absolutely unjustifiable. 
Our 


flag must never be lowered in the face 
of an armed foe, and if it costs thous- 
ands of men and millions of money the 
insurgents .who rewarded our friendship 
with treachery and armed attack musl 
be utterly, subdued. 


"I much mistake the temper of the 


American people if even a small number 
-fail to accord to our president an,d to 
our commander in Manila that solid 
support which your glorious governor 
[Boosevelt] on his recent visit to our 
city urged as the paramount duty of the 
nation today. 


"To conclude, then, it must, be re- 


membered that these people have hac 
fine schooling in partisan warfare; tha. 
their men number thousands more than 
ours; that they can scatter when they 
wish and assemble where they will, and 
that we cannot, with the force now 
Gen. Otis' disposal; begin to hold the 
towns or lines from which we drive them, 
and that men, guns and horses in abund- 
ance should be sent to administer the 
crushing blowB that must be given.

CHEAP WAY_OF MAKING ICE. 


Man Fills His Icehouse at tho Cost oJT B 


Cents a Ton, 


An Interesting and novel process ot 


producing ice by natural methods has 
been put in. operation in this town 'by 
a resident A year ago he had a build- 
ing specially constructed for his use. 
The -experiment house is unique. 
It 


has no windows, but is four square, 
with a door In each side. The owner 
says 
he 
can make Ice faster in a 


house -with doors at the corners rather 
than in the middle of the sides; still 
this one does, the business. Inside the 
house is what might be termed another 
house—a crate—water-tight, and built 
so as to avoi'd rigidity of angles, and 
to allow of the expansion of the wa- 
ter in freezing. The expansion Is one- 
twelfth, so the space to be left, between 
the sides offthe crate and of the house 
proper is easily determined. In the 
early days of experiments more than 
one house was smashed by the bulging 
propensities of freezing water. 


At one end of the house is a stand- 


Pipe from the main of the Claremont 
water works. The -water is spring wa- 
ter, but an application is made of elec- 
tricity to still further purify it as it 
!tands in tanks after being drawn from 
the source of supply. . It rushes first 
through a rubber tube to a tank sixty 
feet from the main and on the second 
floor of the building. 
Another' tube, 


sixty feet long, takes it to a second 
tank. 
A third lets it run to floor o£ 


the crate. 
As it runs out it moves 


slowly- and more slowly, like clear, 
cold, crystalline molasses—still 
more 


slowly—and stops, -frozen. 
The ice , 


builds upon itself in the crate—forming | 
anchor ice; not a top film, and the end 
is a crate of pure, solid ice of such 
color as no one ever saw who has been 
limited to ice cut from ordinary ponds 
and rivers. 
The tubes are arranged 


with respect - to the openings in the 
building so as to get the maximum 
amount of cold wind blowing on them. 
One day's experiment illustrates the 
process of freezing. 
The water in the 


standpipe was at 45 degrees. 
It was 


(ighteen minutes passing through the 
tubes, and its temperature as it issued 
upon the floor of the crate -was 30 de- 
;rees, or two degrees below freezing, 
and a total reduction of fifteen degrees. 
The out-of-door .temperature was at 
about freezing. 
If anyone visits the 


experiment house today the owner will 
show him a crate full of ice—one solid 
block of about 300 tons weight. 
The 


erection of houses of the type required 
s easily accomplished anywhere, and 
:he ice can be manufactured at a cost 
of about five cents a ton.—Boston Her- 
ald

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STRANGE TACTICS OF A LOON.

My brother was secreted at one end ot 
the lake, and I in a canoe kept the 
bird in motion, trying to get it within 
range of my brother's gun, and giving 
it a chance whenever a chance offered. 
•Although harried for 
two or three 


hours it never once attempted to rise 
from the water. 
There was a slight 


breeze, if I mistake not, but not enough 
to be of any use in the loon's attempt 
to escape 'by flight. During the chase 
the loon swam a distance of 200 yards 
or more under water, repeatedly.with- 
out appearing above the surface. Lake 
Superior fishermen tell me they have 
caught them in their 
nets at great 


depths. 
Among those with whom I 


have talked- on the subject it is be- 
lieved that a loon cannot rise from the 
water without the aid of a wind blow- 
ing directly opposite to the line of 
flight.
